INTERVIEW WITH 
MR, GALBRAITH 


Prospects Good—The Cam- 


paign of Six Ministers 


Mr. Galbraith, the (Union-Indepen- 
dent candidate, wound up his week's 
series of meetings with a most success- 
ful meeting at McKinnon’s hall, Leslie- 
ville, on Saturday night. There had 
been a Red-Cross dance in the hall the 
night before, at which over $100 was 
raised, but, despite this, there was an 
excellent turnout. Mr. M. D. Case, just 
returned from the front, was chairman. 
Mr. Payne and Mr. Galbraith spoke. 
Hon. G. P. Smith, Minister of Educa- 
tion, and Mr, J. J. Gaetz spoke in the 
Liberal interest at Leslieville earlier in 
the week, and Hon. C. R. Mitchell, the 
Provincial Treasurer, was slated for 
this week. Life is one long round of 
movement for the Leslieville and Eck- 
ville people these days. 

The attendance at the meetings fluc- 
tates greatly, Mr. Galbraith said, de- 
pending on local conditions and local 
interest. He had very fair audiences 
at Evarts, Sylvan Lake, and Eckville, 
but at Rocky Mountain House there 
were only about fifteen out: at his pre- 
vious meeting in the spring there, he 
had four, so there was some advance. 
The -war-conditions account for part of 
the quietness, as the people have been 
fed up with war excitement, and pol- 
{tics are tame after, and part he was 
inclined to ascribe to the fact that he 
had stumped so often in the riding that 
some people might have got tired hear- 
ing him’ But the Ministers, with all 
their prestige, fared worse in a number 
of cases, than he did, audiences of 
eleven, eight and seven being counted. 

-“The people of Red Deer constituency 
ought to give me some credit,” Mr. Gal- 
braith laughingly remarked, “for bring- 
ing so many Ministers and members of 
the Legislature into the riding. At 
some places they are going over the 
ground twice with meetings by Cabinet 
Ministers. Mr. Rae, M.P.P., a lawyer 
all the way from Peace River, spoke 
for Mr. Gactz at the Finn hall east of 
Rocky Mountain House at a box social 
and dance, and doubtless has other 
meetings and, perhaps, other political 
work in the riding, Mr. J. D. Skinner 
put up $20 for one box—Mr. Skinner is 
buck to Rocky Mountain House for the 
election campaign.

FRENCH CAPTURE THIELT. 


To the south, Bruges has _ been 
evacuated and Turcoing, Roubaix 
other towns have been delivered. 


Out of the sack between the North 
Sea and the Lys river the enemy is 
fleeing fast,in an endeavor to prevent 
the capture or internment,in Holland. 
His hope ig that he will be able to 
reach Antwerp and there reconsti- 
tute his line from the Dutch frontier 
through Antwerp and Namur to some 
point in the south, probably Sedan or 
Metz, and stabilize it for the moment 
at least to the Swiss Frontier. - 
BRITISH PRESS FORWARD. 

In France, east of Liliie to Cambrai 
the British slowly but surely are 
pressing forward, despite supreme 
efforts of the enemy to hold them, 
blotting out the big salient which 
hag Tournai its northern and Valen- 
ciennes its gouthern enemy-bases. 
To assure the collapse of this salient 
Marshal Haig with whose forces are 
brigaded men from the United States 
ig driving hard along the Bohain-Le 
Cateau front in a manoeuvre which 
is meeting with success and throw- 
ing Valenciennes into a dangerous 
pocket. To the south in the sack be- 
tween the Oise and Serre rivers 
north of Laon the Germans slowly 
are withdrawing towards Hirzon, im- 
peding the progress of the Allies 
with strong rearguards, Likewise, in 
Champagne the Germang are  offer- 
ing strong resistance against the 
French and Americans in their at- 
tempts to drive northwards toward 
Mezeries and Sedan. The French, 
nevertheless, have been able to 
cross the Aisne river near Vouzieres 
and thus have made more secure the 
position of the Franco-American 
forces in the valley of the Aire at 
Grand Pre. 

To the east the Americans on both 
sides of the Meuse river are slowly 
going forward. Between the _ great 
wooded bastion and the Meuse 
picked troops have been chosen to 
fend the blow northward toward 
Sedan. All the ground that is being 
won ig being valiantly defended to 
the last. 

In the Macedonian theatre’ the 
Greeks are now in full possession of 
Greek Macedonia. Albania ig fast 
being cleared of the enemy and in 
Serbia the Teutonic forces have been 
driven thirty miles north of Nish. In 
Syria the victorious forces of Gener-

ENDORSATION OF J. J. GAETZ AS

GERMANY -RELYING ON FLEET 
TO KEEP TURKEY IN LINE 


Washington,. Oct.. 16—wWith the 
Berlin-Constantinople railroad cut by 
the Allied occupation of Nish, Ger- 
many is relying upon its Black Sea 
fleet to keep Turkey in line. Inform- 
ation has been received at the state 
department that the Turkish gov- 
ernment hag been informed that the 
fleet will open fire on the Ottoman 
capital on the first sign of deflection. 

This German fleet consists largely 
of the warships captured from the 
Russians, but is believed here to be 
strong enough to control, for the pre- 
sent at least, the Turkish  govern- 
ment. It was pointed out today that 
with the British forces rapidly clear- 
ing Palestine and Mesopotamia of 
Turkish control, Turkey must hang 
on to Constantinople as its only hope 
of maintaining any power as a gov- 
ernment. 

News from Copenhagen that Izzet 
Pasha has been appointed premier 
and minister of war in the new Turk- 
ish cabinet was interpreted as mean- 
ing that the Germans still have a 
friend at Court. Because of his ser- 
vice as chief of the Turkish army, 
and his association with German offi- 
cers, Izzet Pasha is looked upon as 
friendly to Germany. 

The accuracy of the reports that 
the Union and Progress club, the 
most powerful organization in Tur- 
key, has been closed at the demand 
of the Turkish army staff wag ques- 
tioned by officials here, who said such 
action would be tantamount to a 
military revolution. If the report is 
true they declare anything might 
happen to Constantinople.

FLIGHT SO RAPID THAT ALLIES 
HAVE LOST TOUCH WITH 
THE FOE 


With the Allied Armies in Belgium, 
Oct. 16, 4-30 p.m.—The Germans have 
started a retreat on a large scale 
from Northern Belgium. French cav- 
alry is approaching Thielt, seven 
miles from the banks of the Ghent- 
Bruges canal. The canal itself is 
only ten miles from the border of 
Holland. 
treating that the French, British and 
Belgians have lost touch entirely 
with the enemy. 

The Belgians advancing astride 
the Thorout-Bruges \and Thorout- 
Ostend roads have defeated the Ger- 
mans, who are retreating rapidly. 

This undoubtedly is one of the 
war's greatest and most vital vic- 
tories for the gallant little Belgian 
army, ably assisted by crack French 
and British troops, which now has 
driven the despoilers of its country 
from a large section which the Ger- 
mans have occupied since the early 
days of the war, and hag gained pos- 
itions of such importance that the 
Germans may have to abandon the 
entire coast of Belgium. 

Moreover, the sweeping advance of 
the allied infantry, preceded by a fan 
of French cavalry advancing rapidly, 
has left the entire area in which are 
the important city of Lille and the 
great mining and manufacturing dis- 
trict of Turcoing, Robain and Tournai 
in a salient which is growing deeper 
every hour and which the enemy can 
not hope to hold. 

The French cavalry, which is on 
the crest of the allied advance, has 
done marvellous work. Today is 
galloped forward more than ten 
kilometers, frequently carrying out 
charges with all the dash usually as- 
sociated with cavalry upon isolated 
posts of. enemy machine gunners 
which vainly attempted to hold up its 
advance. Some of these gunners, 
taken prisoner, said they were totally 
unable to understand why the war 
was going on and why they were 
called upon to continue fighting. One 
of these said: 

“We have offered all the terms in 
the world for peace, nobody seems 
willing to accept them’.” 

Resistance, where it has been of- 
fered by the enemy, has been extra- 
ordinarily fierce, for in these places 
it obviously has been the purpose of 
the commander of the fleeing Ger 
mans to gain time in which to remove 
their materials. Stubborn fighting 
hag been reported, especially from the 
region of Thorout. The battle here 
has been from street to street and 
from house to house, and large num- 
bers of the enemy have been killed. 
Large numbers of forces have swept 
around the city in order to cut the 
roads at the rear and also to assist 
in pouting up the enemy trying to 
hold in the city.

Linzelles,-along--the ys. The Bel- 
giang. at the .time_this dispatch was 
filed were reported to be past Key- 
em and have reached positions on the 
other side*of.Cachton and Ardoye, 
both of which they captured. North- 
east of Courtrai, Bavichove was 
stormed and taken and the Belgians 
were still going. 

The Linzelles position is most 
valuable for the place being north- 
west of Tourcoing the allied troops 
are gradually outanking the entire 
Lille salient, from which there are 
further signg that the enemy is with- 
drawing. As‘a matter of fact, his 
troops in this salient are in an ex- 
tremely precarious position. They 
must get out rapidly or face disas- 
troug consequences.

the enemy does not utilize the inter- 
val to build up afresh his means of 
resistance, and suggests the tem- 
porary occupation of .Essen as the 
best security against the piling up of 
munitions, the evacuation of the 
whole of Alsace Lorraine and _ the 
surrender of the German U-boat 
fleet. 


TERMS SHOULD. BE PLAIN. 
“These military terms may appear 


severe, but it is best to make it 
plain from the beginning that an 
armistice means without doubt a 


peace, equitable and sure as we all 


mean to assure it. We shall not 
exact vengeance. We shall not im- 
pose needless humiliation. We shall 


certainly require of Germany to do 
whatever is necessary for expiation 
and reparation and the safety of the 
world. 


FORMIDABLE WEDGE 


Paris, Oct. 15—Marshal Foch in 
his new stroke in Flanders, is driv- 
ing a formidable wedge between the 
German bases of Bruges and Ghent 
in Belgium and Lille, in France. The 
effective manner in which King AIl- 
bert carried out his attack has fur- 
ther widened the wedge, which 
threatenes to split the German forces 
in two unless the enemy falls back 
speedily on a wide front. 

The British army of Gen. Plummer 
on the right wing of the Allied ad- 
vance, ig now only three miles from 
the important railway junction of 
Courtrai. Once the Allies master 
the line WervScq-Menin-Courtrai, 
which probably will be only a matter 
of a few hours, the German situation 
at Lille will be most perilous, and 
that at Ghent not much better 

The French capture of Roulers, the 
important railway junction east of 
Ypres, is a serious loss to the Ger- 
mans Although the Belgian railway 
system igs dense enough to provide 
alternative routes to a certain ex- 
tent, the Allied entrance into Roulers 
on the first day of the offensive is 
bound to affect the German commun- 
ication system most unfavorably.

CAVALRY OF AIR 
AND EARTH 


(By TRACER) 

A typical piece of work may be de- 
scribed. It is but one of many doz- 
ens of similar incidents, but it illus- 
trates the readiness with which the 
Royal Air Force can adapt. itself to 
new conditions, and how admirably 
it is suited to open warfare. 

It was. during a German retreat, 
and the cavalry were out driving 
back the enemy’s rear guard. 

Ahead, the murk of smoke showed 
where the all-destroying German was 
burning villages in his retreat. But 
evacuation of villages does not mean 
that the German has entirely gone. 
Rearguards and machine guns 
abound in the area’ between the 
British advance and the main body]. 
of retreating Germans, and a parti- 
cular aeroplane wag ordered to act 
as a scout to the advancing British 
cavalry, 

From the air troops could be de- 
tected and the cavalry were warned 
of them by messages dropped in 
bags, for small cavalry patrols feel- 
ing their way carefully often, in ones 
or twos, cannot carry wireless with 
them. : 

The aeroplane dropped messages 
to say where the Germans were in 
force and what villages and strong 
points were still held 

So, convoyed ag it were by aero- 
plane, the cavalry ‘advanced, and the 
aeroplane was busy not only scouting 
for them but  wirelessing news of 
their progress back to headquarters 
so that they shoild receive immedi- 
Qte support. 

Suddenly from the well-camoflaged 
emplacement, a hot fire was directed 
at a strong, isolated patrol. The 
aeroplang dived, raking the nest with 
rapid fire, but found. at closer sight 
that the affair was too big for its 
single strength. TheGerman gunners 
had suffered, but enough survived to 
trouble the British cavalry unpleas- 
antly. 

The pilot climbed a little to take 
himself out of immediate danger, not 
because he shirked danger, but be- 
cause the cavalry depended on his 
getting a message back to the British 
Field Artillery. He circled over the 
Germang and called up a British bat- 
tery. Almost quicker than one can 
tell the tale, the aeroplane had given 
the exact target direction to the bat- 
tery and British shells; were falling 
on the German gunners. The cavalry 
patrol was saved. 

So the aeroplane justitied itself 
again as the eyes of the Army, and a 
triple alliance of the R.A.F., the artil- 
lery and the cavalry co-operated to 
defeat the German delaying tactics. 


CAMOUFLAGING MEN 


(By Lieut. C. Vince) 

A Turk once said that a German 
was worth two Englishmen, ‘four 
Frenchmen, eight Italians, and six- 
teen Greeks. 

That wags before the war. If the 
German felt it then, he does not feel 
it now. If the Turks believed it then, 
they will hardly believe it now. But 
each individual German hag now a 
harder task even than to make his 
allies think that he is worth two 
Englishmen. He hag to make the 
Englishmen think (and the French- 
men and the Americans) that he is 
actually not one but two Germans. 
That has now become his task and it 
will get more difficult with every 
month of the war. 

We get already occasional and 
vivid glimpses of the straits in which 
the Germans find themselves from 
want of men, and from the necessity 
of keeping in the line units long since 
exhausted, exhausted even to the 
point of danger. 

In the second week of August there 
was a battalion of the 414th German 
Regiment of Infantry in the line to 
the west of Roye, and one of the 
orders of its commander was cap- 
tured. This is what he said to his 
men: 

“Every man of the battalion should 
be persuaded that I do not in any way 
ignore the deplorable condition of my 
men. I am perfectly aware of it, and 
I have called the attention of my 
superiors to it. I have explained 
that the excessive exhaustion of the 
men is an immediate danger to the 
sector.” 

And what had his superiorg done? 
Nothing. All the unhappy officer can 
do is to appeal to hig men to remem- 
ber that “their country is actually in 
great danger,” and to continue to 
serve her whatever they may feel. 

There is more than physical ex- 
haustion in a German regiment when 
an officer has to defend himself be- 
fore hig men and plead with them ip 
that way But he does more than ap- 
peal to them: he gives them some 
very interesting instructions—instruc 
tions on how to camouflage their 
scanty numbers! 

“The garrison of the advanced line 
should be so arranged as to deceive 
the enemy into thinking that the old 
line of principal resistance igs still 
held ag strongly as it was. Tho lack 
of men should be made up by a par- 
ticularly great activity and mobility. 
For the command of these advanced 
groups which above all should be 1no- 
bile, it is necessary to choose the 
most skilful men.” 

So in that sector we see beginning 
already on the Western front the 
great dance of death of the German 
armies. Beforé it was from east to 
west that they hurried and_ back 
again, now it is from north to south 
and from south to north, from Ypres 
to Rheimg and from Rheims to Nan- 
cy and from Nancy to Toul. Up and

“From the vicinity of perpetual 
snow, we estimated the elevation of 
the height of land to be seven or 
eight thousand feet above the level 
of the sea, while the surrounding 
peaks appeared to rise nearly half 
that altitude above our heads. 

“In addition to the physical mag- 
nificence of the scene I here met an 
unexpected reminiscence of my own 
native hills in the slope of a plant, 
which appeared to me to be the very 
heather of the Highlands of Scotland. 
I carried away two specimens which, 
however, on a minute comparison I 
found to differ from the genuine 
staple of the brown: heaths df the 
land o° cakes.” 

The Simpson Pass is now used 
chiefly. by sportsmen, who find this a 
convenient way of reaching the won- 
derful hunting grounds of the Koote- 
nay Valley from Banff, the chief out- 
fitting point in the Canadian Pacific 


Rockies. The route is also;being used 
by the more adventuroyis tourists who 
desire to go camping and fishing on 
a week or fortnight’s trip instead of 
taking their vacation in a more 
leisurely way near the big hotels. One 
such party of tourists made the trip 
last July, finding the pass very much 
freer from snow than they had been 
led to belleve from Sir George Simp 
son’s description. ‘Indeed, it was an 
Alpine meadow, on which the horses 
found sweet and ample pasture. The 
panorama of the British Columbia 
mountains was particularly fine. A 
stone boundary mark signifies the 
line of the Great Divide between Al- 
berta and British Columbia. 

Jim Brewster, the cowboy king of 
the Rockies, discovered a few years 
ago, the trunk of a tree on which Sir 
George Simpson’s guide had left 
their mark. This section of the tree 
was cut out so as to preserve It from 
further decay and {s now a treasured

EDMONTEN CLOSES 
SGHOULS, THEATRES 


UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA WAS 
CLOSED THURSDAY; TEN SUP- 
POSED CASES AT CAPITAL. 


Edmonton, Oct. 17.—At a meeting 
of the board of health this afternoon 
it was decided to issue the following 
order regarding the epidemic of 
Spanish influenza: 

Whereas the academy of medicine 
has resolved that such stepg are im- 
mediately advisable: 

Revolved that in accordance with 
clause 45-B of the amended regula- 
tions of the provincial health act, we 
order the’ closing of 
churches, theatres, picture shows, 
public meetings, public and circulat- 
ing libraries, rummage sales, reading 
rooms, pool rooms, dance halls and 
cabarets, and in general all unneces- 


sary gatherings of people in stores,’ 


street corners, or other public places, 
from midnight Friday, October 18, 
until further notice. 

Ten supposed cases of influenza are 
now under quarantine in the city, 


all schools,. 


though all but one are of the mild 
and less dangerous type. The one 
case which is considered serious, 
was reported to a physician, who 
stated that he believed that it was 
the real Spanish influenza. The Uni- 
versity of Alberta was closed to- 
night. 


SASKATOON CLOSED UP. 


Saskatoon, Oct. 17.—Beginning to- 
night at midnight, no theater, moy- 
ing picture shows, pool rooms, bowl- 
ing alleys, dance halls or other plac- 
es of amusement, no public meetings 
and no sessions of schools shall be 
held in the city of Saskatoon. This 
order- was made by the city council 
at a special meeting early this after- 
noon following a conference with the 
physicians of the city. 

There have been no deaths in 
Saskatoon, and the number of cases 


reported is 80. The city council's 
action wag taken purely as a pre- 
cautionary measure.

THE TELEPHONE SITUATION IN 
RED DEER CONSTITUENCY. 


At hig opening meeting in Red Deer, 
Mr. Galbraith, the Union and Inde- 
pendent candidate, pledged himself 
to work for the purchase by the gov- 
ernment of the telephone system of 
the Western General Electric Com- 
pany at Red Deer and all its rural 
lines at a fair physical valuation, 
and for the connection of the inde- 
pendent rural lines west with the 
Government system and operation. 

At the meeting on Wednesday 
night last, Mr. Gabraith reiterated 
his statement and spoke of the ex- 
pense and inconvenience entailed on 
thig city and district by the fact that 
all the rest of the telephone system of 
the Province was in Government 
hands, save a few independent tele- 
phone lines connected with the Gov- 
ernment lines, while at Red Deer 
alone wag there a private system, as 
a result of which a charge of ten 
cents a call is‘ made to city subscri- 
bers for communicating ‘with subscri- 
berg on the rural telephone lineg con- 
necting with the Red Deer exchange. 
It is not so much the cost of ten cents 
@& message, though that mounts up in 
the year, which exasperates the citi- 
zens, but it is the nuisance of not 
being free to telephone to the country 
as all other places in Alberta are. It 
ig a charge made by the Government 
against Red Deer subscribers; it is a 
discrimination against this town, 
which other places are free from. 

The people in the western country 
could get telephones neither from the 
Company nor from the Government, 
and were forced into building local 
telephone lines of their own connec- 
ting with the Western General at 
Sylvan Lake. This system is unsatis- 
factory, and the chances are that this 
territory will fall into the hands of 
the Western General, if no move is 
made, a result which the people out 
there would deplore. 

Another serious aspect of the situ- 
ation has to do with the rural lines 
centering at Red Deer and other 
points in the Province. Had Red 
Deer in the earlier years of Govern- 
ment telephone construction in this 
Province been under the Government 
telephone system, Red Deer might 
have had an adequate bunch of rural 
telephones at this point, as other 
towns on the C. & E. can show, but 
the Western General was not pre- 
pared to spend the money in rural 
construction in its fleld that ‘13 Gov- 
ernment was in other fields. The 
newer Government system on_ the 
Lacombe branch from Stettler west 
appears to show a change of policy as 
to rural lines centering at railway 
towns, though it may be that their 
lower numbers are due to other 
causes. He quoted the figures of 
town and rural phones at various 
points in Central Alberta ag given in 
the official telephone directories: —

Red Deer hag‘the greatest number 
of town phones and the least number 
of rural phoneg of any of the C. & E.

phones might well be pondered by 
the business men and others interes- 
ted in Red Deer town, and the whole 
situation of the: practical control by 
the Western General of the telephone 
service in thi constituency deserves 
the attention of all the people. The 
western people keenly resent the 
fact that they have been forced to 
build their own phone lines, with un- 
satisfactory operation, simply be- 
cause neither the Western General 
nor the Government, because of the 
Company situation at Red Deer, 
would do anything for them. In these

INAUENZA ~ 


SOME INTERESTING FACTS 
ABOUT ITS HISTORY, PRE- 
VENTION AND TREATMENT 


» Influenza, which is now sweeping 
over Canada from one end to the 
other, ig a very old disease. It was 
known in ancient times, and as early. 
ag 1510 it over-ran the ‘whole civil- 
ized world. For centuries it has 
periodically swept over various parts 
of the world. The last great world 
epidemic was in 1889-90 when it was 
generally known by the French name 
of la grippe. The disease has always 
travelled from east to west. 


SYMPTOMS. 

The symptoms are similar to those 
of a heavy cold: more or less severe 
headache, cold in the head and 
throat, fits of sneezing, flushed face, 
chills, aches and paing in the back 
and limbs, paing in the eye-balls and 
behind the eyes, general physical 
depression, ‘and temperature rising* 
to between 101 to 104 degrees. 


HOW TO PREVENT IT. 


As it ig such an old disease, doctors 
have naturally learned a good deal 
about its prevention and treatment. 
The first principle is to keep away 
from those infected, and the second, 
to, build up the germ resisting parts 
of the body by eating nourishing 
foods, dressing comfortably, getting 
lots of sleep, and by living in the 
open air and in bright, well-ventilated 
rooms ag much as_ possible. The 
The mouth, throat, and nose should 
be systematically and _ frequently 
disinfected by antiseptic inhalations 
sprays and washes. Such _prepara- 
tions as chloretone and listerine are 
well adapted for this purpose. 

In fighting previous epidemics, 
doctors found quinine a useful pre- 
ventative. One grain of sulphate of 
quinine mixed with (but not dis- 
solved in) a wineglassful of cold 
water makeg an excellent antisceptic 
gargle The anti-microbic properties 
of quinine are well known and _ its 
use as described above at once re- 
lievegs the symptoms of sore throat, 
which result from the strain of the 
fight between the white blood cor- 
puscles and the invading germs in 
the tonsils—the body's first line of 
defense. In one of the more recent 
outbreaks in Europe, an experiment 
was tried in which the men of one 
squadron of a regiment of cavalry 
were each given 714 grains of quin- 
ine in % ounce of whiskey daily for 
22 days, whilst those of the other 
squadrons were’ given. none The 
latter squadrons had from 22 to 44 
cases each of influenza, whilst the 
squadron treated with quinine devel- 
oped only 4 cases. Inhalationg of oil 
of eucalyptus, thymol, oil of moun- 
tain pine and the like are also valu- 
able ag preventatives. 


‘HOW TO TREAT IT. 


When a person is struck by in- 
fluenza, only one course lies pen. 
That is to take to bed with the ‘vast 
possible delay, and call a_ doctor. 
Rest, warmth and quiet are _ three 
sovereign remedies of the primary 
disease, and the best preventative of 
its more deadly complications, of 
which pneumonia is the most fre- 
quent While there ig no specific for 
influenza, yet there are many drugs 
which play a useful part in relieving 
it, such ag quinine, aspirin and vari- 
ous tonics, anti-neuralgic, antiseptic 
and heart medicines, to be pre 
scribed by the physician in charge. 


WHAT TO EAT. 


The dietetic rules which apply to 
any fever apply equally to influenza. 
Liquid foods at first, solids a little 
later, on in a gradually ascending 
scale from lightly boiled fresh eggs 
to chicken, roast joints, etc. Water, 
cold or hot, may be sipped, or “egg 
water” may be given. This excel- 
lent dish may be prepared by blend- 
ing with a pint of cold water, the 
whipped whites of from 2 to 4 eggs, 
flavored with salt or cinnamon. Then 
the animal broths may be given. 
There are many cases in which even 
the lightest foods are spurned with 
loathing and common sense must be 
used in adapting diet to the particu- 
lar case in hand. 
PRECAUTIONS AGAINST 

INFLUENZA 

1. The sick should be separated 
from the healthy. This ig especially 
important in the case of first attacks 
in the household. 

2 Discharges from the nose and 
mouth should not be allowed to get 
dry on a pocket handkerchief or in- 
side the house, office or factory. 
They should at once be collected in 
paper or clean rags and burned. If 
this cannot be done, they should be 
dropped into a vessel containing 
water. 

3. Infected articles and rooms 
should be cleansed and disinfected. 
Use disinfectants everywhere. Wash 
the hands frequently. 

4 Those attacked should not, on 
any account, mingle with other peo- 
ple for at least a period of ten days 
from the commencement of the at- 
tack. In severe cases, they should 
remain away from work for »o, longer 
period. 

5. Special attention should be 
given to cleanliness and ventilation. 
Warm clothing should be worn, the 
feet should be kept dry and all un- 
necessary exposure avoided,

Dr. Clark Makes Rousing Shesch on 


Behalf of F. W. Galbraith 


Dr. Clark had a splendid and most 
attentive audience at the Parish Hall, 
Red Deer, on Wednesday night, and his 
striking address made a most powerful 
impression on his hearers. He cut a 
wide swath through the pretences of 
party politics and party politicians; he 
made. ringing declarations for indepen- 
dence in politics; he pointed out that 
this contest wasa violation of the war- 
truce which should have obtained in 
this Province; he strongly argued that 
Mr. Boyle's idea in this contest was the 
rehabilitation of the Liberal party at 
Ottawa, with its reactionary tenden- 
cies; and he subjected the Premier and 
his Ministers to keen criticism for the 
part they had played in the war-elec- 
tion and in some of their acts of this 
year. The Doctor has exemplified in 
his own Parliamentary career the 
genius and freedom of political inde- 
-pendence, and he gave vivid illustration 
‘Wednesday night, by voice and ex- 
ample, of the protection and informa- 
tion afforded to the people by Indepen- 
dent thought and action in the House. 
Mr. Kenny made a most capable chair- 
man, and his keen shots at the Gov- 
ernment party campaign in this riding 
were greatly relished. 


: The Chairman 


Mr. Kenny contended that the seat 
of Government had been moved to Red 
Deer for the campaign, and defended 
‘the open Union convention from Mr. 
Boyle's charge that the open Union 
convention, which selected Mr. Gal- 
braith, was a trumped up convention. 
Mr. Kenny paid high tribute to Dr. 
Clark's standing throughout Canada 
and his service to the West, and put In 
a good word for the candidate. 


Mr. Galbraith . 


Mr. Galbraith said that since they 
last met in such a meeting the country 
had pronounced most emphatically for 
the Union government and the Military 
Service Act, and the boys at the front 
had gone even more strongly for these 
policies. This must be a great satis- 
‘faction to them, and the record of the 
boys at the front, the honor they had 
brought to Canada, showed that the 
work the Union government had borne 
rich fruit. He reviewed the circum- 
‘stances under which he had come into 
the field as a Union-Independent can- 
didate. There was a fecling that a 
contest in Red Deer should have been 
avoided, and that the political truce 
which obtained in most English-speak- 
ing countries should have been observ- 
ed. The Conservatives had not offered 
opposition to Premier Sifton’s succes- 
sor in Vermillion, but had been willing 
to accept an Independent-Liberal on a 
Union basis for the duration of the war 
and the reconstruction period. The gov- 
ernment had, however, determined to 
put in a bound party candidate in Red 
Deer, and practically all the Ministers 
of the government were organizing and 
speaking in the riding against the 
Union-Independent' candidate. The 

« Premier had declared that a “bound” 
supporter was necessary for the secur- 
ity of the Government and the carrying 
out of its policy. The Government 
legislation during the past session had 
in a large measure been unopposed, 
and on such divisions as were taken 
they had a majority of from 12 to 20. 
Even if every Independent and every 
Oppositionist voted against the Gov- 
ernment, its majority would be 10 over 
all comers in a House of 58. They would 
not be content, he said, with Red Deer, 
should they win there. The same cry 
and the same appeal would be made 
whenever a constituency was opened. 

Mr. G&lbraith dealt with various 
phases of the Liberal campaign. It was 
urged against his candidature that he 
had supported the Military Service Act 
and the Union government, both of 
which he defended. 


THE TELEPHONE SYSTEM. 


He declared himself to be in favor 
of government control and operation of 
telephone toll lines in the western part 
of the constituency. Red Deer, he said, 
was the only district in the Province 
that was subjected to a private monop- 
oly. Had the Government of Alberta 
bought out the Western General Elec- 
tric Co.’s telephones when they bought 
out the Bell Co.'s telephones, Red Deer 
would not have had to face figures of 
radial rural phones like these:

Wetaskiwin could telephone free to 


326 rural phones; Red Deer paid ten 
cents per call for telephoning to 66 
rural phones. 

If elected, he would demand a return 
by constituencies of the road and bridge 
expenditures. He stood, he said, for 
amelioration of party strife and a get- 
ting together on an independent basis 
during the war.. He appealed to his 
audience to remember that they held 
their votes in‘trust for the soldiers at 
the front ,and asked them how they 
considered the soldiers would regard 
this appeal to blaze a new trail instead 
of following the old party ruts. 


Dr. Clark 


Dr. Clark said that the recent news 
of the death of his oldest son at the 
front and of the death of his father in 
England had not predisposed him to 
participate in an election contest. He 
believed, however, that those who had 
gone on were here in the spirit, though 
not in the flesh, to stay with him in the

practice of declaring what his con- 


science dictated,and of responding to 
the call of duty. He had promised Mr. 
Galbraith one meeting at Red Deer: he 
had done so largely on_ personal 
grounds. Mr. Galbraith was the editor 
of one of the best provincial papers, he 
was a keen and well informed student 
of public affairs, a man of temperate, 
penetrating intellect, of wide sympa- 
thies, and one who would make a cap- 
able representative. 

He needed no apology for speaking 
on Provincial affairs at Red Deer: free 
speech rarely hurt anyone, and he 
would not say anything he was not pre- 
pared to defend. He was especially 
pleased with the fact that he had a cor- 
dial invitation from both sides to speak: 
that was the beauty of being Indepen- 
dent. Had he been a trimming party 
politician, he might have passed up this 
contest, but this was no time for an 
upstanding man to be discovered in a 
funk hole. 

It was very wrong, they were told, to 


if that had never been done before! No 
flimsier pretext was ever used to bol- 
ster up a weak and unsound cause, and 
he would go further, and say, in some 
cases it was a mere hypocritical pre- 
tence. Had not the Edmonton govern- 
ment taken advantage of the recipro- 
city sentiment in this Province for its 
own advantage? Was not the unpop- 
ularity in many cases of the Military 
Service Act used against Mr. Galbraith 
in this contest? Wherever Dominion 
issues could be profitably introduced 
for the purpose of vote-getting in the 
Provinces, there they saw the mixing 
of Federal and’ Provincial issues by 
Provincial politicians. "e 


CONFLICT SHOULD BE AVOIDED 


The Doctor ridiculed the absurdity of 
such a contention: why, the very names 
Liberal and Conservative as applied to 
the Provincial parties came from the 
Dominion arena, they had no relation 
whatever to Provincial issues, they had 
no meaning in the-Provinces; were they 
not used simply to gain political cap- 
ital and make jobs? What on earth 
had the high name of Liberalism to do 
with the telephone poles placed for 
party political purposes six years ago 
and still unused? What had Liberal- 
ism to do with the petty party patron- 
age of roads and bridges? He would 
like them to reflect on these facts. He 
repeated that no more flimsy pretext 
was ever introduced into a contest than 
this of no mixing of Dominion and Pro- 
vincial issues, especially when the very 
men who used that plea never scrupled 
to use Dominion issues, where possible, 
to their own advantage. Mose of these 
Ministers who were touring this con- 
stituency went deep as they could do 
into the Federal contest, and: they got 
in wrong. 

There never was a case in all history 
where the policy of a government had 
been more fully justified by succeeding 
events as had the policy of the Domin- 
ion government of last November by 
the subsequent events of this year, by 
the fitness of the Canadian forces for 
the great crisis precipitated by the suc- 
cessful German offensive of March 21. 
Where would Canada have been had 
the MacKays and the Marshalls-had 
their will last December? It was not 
men who were then needed, they were 
told, it was wheat. This was not the 
response of the old Prophet of Israel 
“Here am I: send me.” Their answer 
was “Here am I: send my wheat.” Ideas 
of that kind had to be thrown to the 
winds on the 21st of last March when 
the terrible hordes of the enemy came 
over and for months the free civiliza- 
tions of the world trembled in the bal- 
ance. Was it not a proud thought for, 
all right thinking Canadians that, in 
the awful but glorious fighting of this 
year, the Canadian battalions had been 
filled up to the last man? They had 
done their share in defence, but in the 
magnificent offensive fighting, which 
had caused to Canadian women many 
a weary eye, many a sore heart, many 
an empty home, they were still upheld 
by the knowledge that Canadians had 
played a leading part.. When on the 
2nd of September the Hindenburg line 
was attacked in its almost impregna- 
ble point, the Drocourt-Queant switch, 
and the fully manned Canadian forces 
gallantly broke through in their cen- 
tral position and made a great contrib- 
ution to start the debacle which had 
now, overtaken the German armies and 
brought the flush of pride to every Can- 
adian, he could not help but think what 
a rebuke their high standing conveyed 
to the men who would have denied the 
boys the reinforcements for which the 
asked. Much good wheat would have 
been at the Drocourt-Queant switch! 


MINISTERS GOT IN WRONG 


It was an interesting psychological 
study to watch the Opposition when 
the Germans came away in March, and 
threatened to overrun the defences of 
their free civilization. At Ottawa they 
were as quiet as mice when It was touch 
and go with freedom, with modern 
civilization, but when the living wall 
of the bodies of their brave soldiers had 
stemmed the rush, and had turned back 
the armies of the enemy, then the Op- 
position came out of their holes to play 
again their little game of party politics. 

In the Wetaskiwin bye-election three 
years ago he had stood on the same 
platform as Premier Stewart and cast- 
igated Mr. Michener and the Opposi- 
tion for forcing a political contest on 
in time of war. He had pleaded for a 
party truce; for the return unopposed 
as in other British countries, of a man 
of the same party affiliations as_ the 
former member. The Ministers of the 
Crown in Alberta were at one with him 
then: the position he took was re- 
echoed by Ministers and speakers all 
over the riding and was sustained by 
the electors. Why had the Ministers 
not stayed with that position: it was 
the right war-position; surely needless 
political conflict should be avoided in 
these great war crisis, in the great pro- 
blems a@d the.continuous war-service 
laid upon them. His own position in 
Wetaskiwin in the second year of the 
war was exactly the position he took 
at Red Deer today; but the Ministers 
had completely reversed the position 
they took then, and forgotten the war 
for the sake of party gain If it was 
right in Wetaskiwin, it was right in 
Red Deer: if a contest was wrong in 
Wetaskiwin, it wag wrong in Red Deer. 
Mr. Michener, though the Opposition 
lenuer, had been an Independent in 
many respects in supporting good leg- 
islation: wit more could they ask 
from a grown man? In this contest he 
and his foilowers had not asked for a 
Conservative, as trey might have done, 
but were taking Mr. Galbraith, who was 
friendly to the Government. For the 
last ten years, since he had been in 
Parlament, he had never given a vote 
save as his conscience dictated, and he 
believed Mr. Galbraith would be gov- 
erned in the same way. He himself 
was an Independent to the hilt, and he 
was never more comfortable than in 
supporting an Independent candidate, 
and in dealing independently with pub- 
lic questions on their merits. 

The last people to object to political 
independence were Mr. Stewart and 
Mr. Boyle. During the administration 
of ex-Premier Rutherford, independence 
was very rife in the Liberal ranks; Mr. 
Stewart and Mr. Boyle made very ex- 
cellent rebels at that time. It was only 
recently that they had abandoned their 
independent attitude. When they were 
private members, they were natural- 
born rebels; now they had become Min- 
isters they were artificially-produced 
Kaisers. The party was everything 
with them: they wanted to be sure of 
their men: to introduce a little German 
discipline and have them toe the mark. 
Fancy Mr. Boyle, the erst while Liberal

portfolio made to the point of view of 
some people! ~ ; : 

Dr. Clark gleaned, from the speeches 
of the Ministers at Red Deer, that they 
had a glimmering of the truth that they 
had got in wrong on the great war is- 
sues, and they had now departed from 
the practice of- fighting the Military 
Service Act. They now stood on their 
record, they said. Well, he would take 
with his audience a glimpse at one of 
two matters. He differentiated between 
the three Liberal administrations. They 
were now dealing with Mr. Stewart's 
administration which had forced this 
election, a mistaken course from every 
point of view. Premier Stewart was 
too kind hearted, too good: he was just 
afraid that, with his kindness of heart, 
he had not the ability and force of 
character to control the lawyers serv- 
ing with him, had not fully grasped 
his responsibilities nor realized the 
strength which would be required. to 
handle. them. There were arduous 
times in front of Provincial and' Domin- 
ion governments, and Mr, Stewart was 
not yet seized of the benefit to himself 
and his government, and to the people 
of a friendly Independent; the Red 
Deer people could do no possible harm 
in supporting such a candidate. 


NO TIME FOR SILENCE 


Every government in the belligerent 
countries had been profoundly affected 
In composition and outlook by the great 
events of the war. In the Federal elec- 
tion, every Premier in the, West had 
declared his position unhesitatingly 
except Premier Stewart. Premier Mar- 
tin in Saskatchewan had issued a man- 
ifesto in favor of Union government; 
Premier Norris in Manitoba and Pre- 
mier Brewster in British Columbia, 
had publicly indicated where they stood. 
But where was Premier Stewart on 
this great issue so vital to the freedom 
and progress of the world? Dr. Clark 
said he considered the Premier's silence 
a most calamitous commencement to 
his Premiership. That was no time 
for silence, no time for seeking the 
seclusion of a funkhole, no time for 
playing a safe political game. Every 
man who made a wrong choice at that 
time would find he had a great deal to 
live down. That was no time for dodg- 
ing the issue. The circumstances de- 
manded a man's game, there was only 
One game, andevery man should have 
played it. It was true that since Pre- 
mier Stewart visited the front he had 
gained a new view as to the war-con- 
ditions and what was due the soldiers, 
but if all the supporters of Union gov- 
ernment had had to be brought round 
by a trip to Europe at the public ex- 
pense, there would have been a poor 
outlook for reinforcing the boys at the 
front. , : 

In a manifesto which Premier Stew- 
art had issued in January he had 
spoken of the crops and the health of 
the Province, and also put in a plea 
for economy. With that plea Dr. Clark 
expressed himself as in full sympathy: 
both in season and out of season he 
had preached private and public econ- 
omy. He had learned it at the feet of 
his political ,teachers in the old land: 
Cobden had declared that public ecén- 
omy was a public virtue. Nowhere 
could intelligent independent criticism 
be more helpful in the House than 
along that line. The Premier had ad- 
mitted in his speech last week at Red 
Deer that the Province had been spend- 
ing a great deal of money. His first 
public act, if his plea for economy was 
more than skin deep, should have been 
to dock the Cabinet Ministers $1,000 
each on their salaries. Before the war, 
when the people had discovered that 
there were no fortunes in oil or in real 
estate, and when most Albertans were 
pretty hard put how to made their dol- 
lars go to meet their expenses, the 
eight public men at Edmonton who 
governed them took unto themselves a 
$1,000 increases in their salaries, No 
statement of policy was made, no party 
caucus was held; they simply brought 
down the increase and asked that their 
supporters pass it. They did not do it 
in Saskatchewan. An Independent 
could have been relied upon to raise 
some objection to such a_ procedure. 
Then an Independent might devote 
some attention to restraining the oper- 
ations of Provincial Cabinet Ministers 
in travelling to stock shows with large 
retinues in private cars at the expense 
of the people. There was a spurious 
liberalism which was free with other 
people’s money, but that was not true 
Liberalism. Then a careful list of all 
the party heelers in the Provincial ser- 
vice could be compiled, and they could 
be parted from their $1200 to $1800 
jobs with not the slightest detriment to 
the public service. If the Government 
were in earnest about practicing econ- 
omy, they should begin by cleaning 
house at Edmonton. Economy, like 
charity, should begin at home. He did 
not wish to hurt anyone's feelings, ner 
to tread too heavily on any one's toes, 
but these were lines on which indepen- 
dent criticism could do much good. 


WHY WAS CROSS FIRED? 


Then as to the reconstructed Cabinet, 
they could well have fair’and: indepen- 
dent criticism as to the action of the 
Premier in this matter. It would be 
interesting to know why Mr. Cross was 
fired at that stage. He had been a long 
time in the boat; why was he tossed 
overboard? The most: astounding thing 
about party politics in Canada on both 
sides was that when a man got into 
politics, he was apt to feel that he had 
@ mortgage on the public for his keep: 
if he once got into the game, that he 
should stay in the game. It was a dis- 
creditable and reprehensible practice 
that they should be compelled to pro- 
vide for party politiclans who had out- 
grown their value to the state, and had 
lost the confidence of the people. If 
Mr. Cross had to be dismissed for good 
and sufficient reason, why did the Pre- 
mier offer him a position in London, 
England, as agent for the entire pro- 
vince in the capital of the Empire? The 
office had been closed: the job had been 
abolished, why then pitchfork a man 
into it and provide for him at the pub- 
lic expense? Premier Stewart had in- 
vited them to look into his record, and 
this was one of the acts he had con- 
templated. It was to the credit and 
honor of Charlie Cross that he refused 
the appointment. Surely the public 
money was needed for better uses than 
to provide big jobs for party politic- 
ians! 

Mr. MacKay was taken into the Cab- 
inet. He had nothing against Mr. Mac- 
Kay personally, but he did not believe 
in a man hewing his way into the Cab- 
inet with an axe. When Premier 
Stewart came back from Ottawa after 
negotiations with the Dominion govern- 
ment, Mr. MacKay had headed the 
Liberal onslaught on the Premier; he 
had been quieted, and had now been 
given the first vacancy in the Cabinet. 
He feared the inclusion of Mr. MacKay 
in the Cabinet was ominous. He had 
came into the Ross cabinet in Ontario 
in its latter days when it was hanging 
on to power by political corruption. Mr. 
MacKay had taken charge of the wind- 


ing up proceedings, and had presided: 


at the funeral. History might repeat 
itself in Alberta. 
He asked them to think over these 


the, Government,: but-.was endeavoring 
to give them facts ‘and réasons why an 
Independent-Union -- member, : a - good, 
honest, thoughtful; man like-Mr, Gal- 
braith, could be of immense service to 
the country, and ‘even to the Liberal.

NO. DETAILS. AS, TO FINANCES: 


The: Doctorreferred to the growing 
difficulty at’ Edmonton in getting. de- 
tails of the finances. The fu)l facts, 
the full details of expenditure, the ex- 
tent of the work, and so on, should be 
given to the Legislature und to the peo- 
ple. .If they..wereilike him;. they ;knew 
the need‘of a careful supervision: over 
all their expenditure, He and his’ sons 
had had a fair umount of success with 
their stock, but they could not dispense 
with looking: carefully’ after their: ex- 
penses and facing them. They had 
gone ahead, however, by producing cat- 
tle: they had not dealt in them—in 
bulls, for example, (Laughter.) 

They had heard a good deal from the 
party machine® men-about the settle- 
ment of the soldiers on the land. That 
was the duty, of course, of the Domin- 
fon government, but everybody appear- 
ed solicitous nowadays for the welfare 
of the soldiers. For himself, he had a 
suspicion of the sympathy which now 
manifested itself ini slobbers over the 
soldiers, and refused to show it by 
sending reinforcements when they ask- 
ed for them. Personally, he considered 
such a conception of patriotism cant 
and humbug. He himself had such an 
appreciation of the work of sacrifice 
and service which the boys had shown 
at the front that he would count it an 
honor to be detailed to brush the boots 
of some of them. In their defence of 
the great moral issues of this war, they 
had immortalized themselves and glori- 
fled the name of{Canada forever. 

But he was convinced from the 
speeches of the Premier and Mr. Boyle 
in defence of party government, and es- 
pecialiy Mr, Boyle's pious hope that 
things would settle down after the war 
as before at Ottawa and Edmonton, 
that the real purpose of forcing this 
contest in Red Deer was the rehabilita- 
tion of Liberal party government at 
Ottawa. Mr. Boyle had woefully mis- 
read the signs of ,the' times, however, 
if he thought that the people of Canada 
were highly enamored of party govern- 
ment. They knew in their heart of 
hearts that party government was rot- 
ten, especially in the provinces. A gov- 
ernment, Liberal “or Conservative, got 
into power by a majority vote, At first 
the public good bulked largely in their 
view but, as time went on, they object- 
ed more and more to any criticism of 
their policy, to any efforts to kezp clear 
the path for economy, freedom, and 
justice to the people. Then followed 
Kaiserism;: they thought they had: a 
divine right torule, that they were 
there for all time. Measures’ were 
brought down, not for their inherent 
merit, but because of their vote-catch- 
ing adyantages. Heelers then fastened 
on the government service, and in a 
short time the Government went to 
wreck. That was, the history of the 
old Liberal government in Ontario, of 
the Conservative governments of Man- 
itoba and British’ Columbia. Parties 
composed of men who co-operated to- 
gether to advance certain principles 
had their place, but partyism as they 
found it would be infinitely the better 
of men of independent mind and broad 
outlook. They should give Mr.. Gal- 
braith a chance, : = 

If there was wanting proof of the 
superiority of “getting together” in 
government rather than holding to the 
party lines, the Union government at 
Ottawa offered them that proof. The 
old Liberal government had been in 
power for fifteen years, and it was a 
moot question whether they had ful- 
filled one plank in their Ottawa plat- 
form of 1893, or had-not. fulfilled even 
one. The Union government, despite 
criticisms of the Marshalls and the 
MacKays, had enforced the Military 
Service Act and had kept Canada’s 
forces at the front in full strength. 
They had given the women of Canada 
the vote; they had dealt a hard blow 
nt party patronage. They had not been 
necessarily subjected to party or per- 
sonal motives; they were working, for 
the progress of Canada. They did not 
get from him a thick and thin support 
but an independént support on their 
record. 


REHABILITATING OLD PARTIES 


Mr. Boyle said that there had been 
upheavals in Ottawa and London, but 
that after the war we would come back 
to our old affillations. That, Dr. Clark 
said, could mean nothing but a rehabil- 
itation of the old parties. Dr. Clark 
thought that Mr. Boyle would find on 
éxamination that London and Ottawa 
were not alone in ‘their upheavals, but 
that there had been considerable up- 
heaval in Edmonton at the last provin- 
cial election, also in Calgary, where 
Messrs. Davidson and Ross had both 
been returned as supporters of the La- 
bor party, and not as thick and thin 
supporters of the government. 

Dr. Clark proceeded to give a few 
illustrations as.to why he was convinc- 
ed this was in Mr. Boyle’s mind. He 
himself was convinced that it was not 
good for Canada, not good for the Lib- 
eral party, that Liberal Progressives 
should be driven out of the party; was 
it good political morality that a party 
should preach free trade in the West, 
and stand for protection in the East. 
The Union government had made a 
start in state ownership of railroads; 
the soldiers would come back with en- 
larged ideas on such issues. The Lib- 
eral party was not in favor of the na- 
tionalization of railways; they favored 
government control. They had seen 
enough of Government control of rail- 
ways both in Alberta and in the Do- 
minion, and it usually ended in railway 
control of the Government. 

The people of Alberta, and the Pre- 
mier of Alberta, were down on pro- 
fiteering. He had a good deal of sym- 
pathy with the statement of the Amer- 
ican Review of Reviews that it was 
neither practical nor desirable to at- 
tempt the control of profits in war- 
time, but it was the duty of the state 
to take back those profits after the war 
by direct taxation, and that the cap- 
tains of industry were asking that this 
be done. That they had these profiteers 
in war-time was one of the horrid ac- 
companiments of the.war; that men 
would benefit financially out of the 
blood and sweat and famine of their 
fellows was almost unbelievable unless 
they had seen it. The official Liberal 
party had opposed the business tax, 
and had given him no support in his 
policy of direct taxation. He had urg- 
ed upon McMaster, the Liberal critic of 
the Budget, a broad line of progressive 
economic policy, and when he met Mc-

When they meditated over these 
things were they going to settle down 
‘in the old ruts: were they, going ‘to 
consent to the rehabilitation of the Lib- 
eral party at Ottawa on these reaction- 
ary lines? Mr. Boyle was making this 
an issue in this election. Was Western 
Canada big enough and strong enough 
to rise above the two streams of reac- 
tionaries they had in Canada, as she 
did last December? He was not much 
enamored of the idea of having a west- 
ern party, he confessed. Or would the 
Union government be big enough to 
meet these issues? Up to now, it had 
been far more progressive than any 
government they had ever had. Could 
they maintain the unity of good men, 
maintain the splendid spirit of patrio- 
tic aimand sacrifice that had actuated 
them? The boys were fighting against 
injustice over there: we at home in 
this war-time: would eliminate party- 
ism, if we could realize the ideals for 
which they were fighting. ‘They could 
take a step in the right direction by re- 
buking partyism, and returning Mr, 
Glabraith. The. boys were trying to 
put down the Kaiser; it was their duty 
to oppose the set of Kaisers in Alberta 
who forced on this election in order to 
crush independence in political thought. 


FORGET OLD STRIFE OF CREEDS 


No thoughtful man or woman éx- 
pected the world to settle down to its 
old political alignments; in Britain 
some expected that the whole fabric of 
society there would be restored into 
its original elements. Should we not 
forget the old strife of creeds, of parties 
and do our very best for the national 
service? He would call their attention 
to the following words of Lloyd-George 
and then contrast it with the ideas of 
Mr. Boyle as to people going back to 


the old lines after the war:! 


He asked no man to scrap his prin- 
ciples, but that the new facts reveal- 
ed by the war should be considered 
with an unprejudiced mind, enriched 
by the unparalleled experience gained 
in the war. -Men who learned noth- 
ing were fit for nothing. 

“I can hear sounds of elaborate 
preparation,” Lloyd-George continu- 
ed, “for setting up the old merry-go- 
round which gives men the illusion 
that they are prancing at a terrible 
speed, when they are really circling 
around the same old cranking ma- 
chine to the same old tune. 

“We must handle the problem of 
reconstruction boldly, and all classes 
must be invited to assist and co-oper- 
ate to work out the problem.” 


Dr. Clark closed with a strong appeal 
for the co-operation of all patriotic 
men and women not to go back to the 
old chasm of party corruption, but, to 
have the courage to stand by their con- 
victions as to what was right. He paid 
high tribute to the courage Mr. Gal- 
braith had shown inhis behalf in sac- 
rificing his life-long affiliations. He 
(the speaker) would be a poltroon and 
a coward had he not come to the Red 
Deer people and took his stand along- 
side of Mr. Galbraith on a Union-Inde- 
pendent basis. He was satisfied that 
they would be well served by Mr. Gal- 
braith as their member. 


Senator Michener 


Senator Michener spoke very briefly, 
rapping the Government for the Cab- 
inet artillery they were throwing into 
the riding. Why should the Govern- 
ment attempt to camouflage the elec- 
tors by an appeal to party lines against 
Mr. Galbraith? Had they leant no les- 
sons since the war? The administra- 
tion at Edmonton should be conducted 
on business principles, not on party 
principles; there was no need in Al- 
berta for the party whip and the party 
machine. Ho hoped on Friday evening 
of next week to give them some of the 
inside political history of the last eight 
years in this province. He congratu- 
lated the Doctor and the candidate on 
the splendid audience,

The 
first is the most primitive, and re- 
presents the earliest stages of wor- 
ship; the second arises to a more 
advanced stage of civilization, when 
the mind of man reflects upon the 
issues of life; the last embodies all 
that is vital and permanent in the 
other two and gives them fitting ex- 
pression in Christianity, the univer- 
sal religion. 

-Nature worship appears at the 
very outset of the Old Testament. 
“The Lord God walked in the garden 
at the cool of the day.” In the rust- 
ling of the leaves, stirred by the 
evening breeze, man heard the voice 
of God and was filled with awe and 
fear, in the presence of the mystery 
of nature. So also in the thunder 
and lightning of Sinai Israel realized 
the power and majesty of Jehovah 
and bowed in submission to obey His 
law. Water, flowing from the 
smitten rock; the desert bush glow- 
ing with the radiance of a mysterious 
energy which burned but did not con- 
sume, were symbols of a Presence 
which not only awakened curiosity 
but which awakened the spirit of 
freedom in soulg enslaved. 

All through the history of Israel, 
we discover traces of thig religion of 
Wonder. It marks the beginning of 


: |the idea of immortality in Israel, as 


Elijah the prophet is wafted to etern- 
ity in a chariot of flame. What a 
tribute to the greatness of his person- 
ality is thus given by the nation 
whose soul he has saved. And not 
in vain did they come to see that a 
good man cannot die. It igs not 
strange then that later on, when rest- 
lesg under the youke of the foreign 
oppression, the hearts of the people 
were cheered by the story of a Divine 
intervention which rescued the na- 
tions heroes from the mouthg of the 
lions or the devouring flames of the 
tyrant'’s wrath. Surely in the mighty 
works of the wonder-working Christ 
we have the culmination of thig re- 
ligion of the miraculous. It is in- 
teresting to note how this type of 
religion has persisted to this day— 
the pflgrims thronging to the shrine 
at St. Anne de Baupre—the stories 
of the White Comrade and _ the 
Angels of Mons bear’ witness to 
man’s undying faith in the reality of 
spiritual existence, ’ 
If stronger testimony is needed, 
let the widespread interest in the 
Millenial Hope, the scientific studics 
of such leaders as Sir Oliver Lodge 
and Conan Doyle in Spiritualism and 
the phenomenal progress of Christ- 
fan science suffice. These things 
voice the eternal protest of mankind 
against the slavery of the common- 
place. As forms of faith, they junti- 
fy the criticism of religion that it is 
too “other worldly.” They lack the 
vigor, energy and practical applica- 
tion to the whole round of lifg which 
characterises truly robust and whole- 
some religion, but they have a won- 
derful power to soothe and control 
those whose natures are sensitive 
“to the weariness, the fever, and the 
fret” of modern life. : 
“The Greeks seck after wisdom.”

The religion of wisdom must merge 
itself in the religion of loving self- 
sacrifice, and find in active participa- 
tion in the life of Christ, “the power 
of God and the wisdom of God.” 

The transition period through 
which the world is passing today is 
powerfully influencing the religious 
life of mankind. In the shaking of 
all things, the tremendous upheaval 
which is taking place, only those 
things which are real, which cannot 
be shaken, will remain “All through 
life today we see.a cross where sons 
of men yield up their breath.” 

Surely Christ ‘ig truly their repre- 
sentative. “There in the figure on 
the Cross is the eternal defiance of 
the brute forces of the world.” 

Christ crucified is man at hig best; 
the strong bearing the burden of the 
weak. The crucifixion of Christ is 
the assertion of the principle of 
vicarious sacrifice as the redeeming 
power in human life.
